On Aug. 26, when the British stood 
about Cambrai, the German enveloping 
movement almost succeeded. But after 
it failed there, the left, strongly rein- 
forced, succeeded in fighting back in 
g°0d order to the very northern forts 
of Paris, striking back from time to 
time. By Sept. 1 the great flanking move. 
ment had failed. The allied left wag 
squarely on Paris, the center stretched 
east behind the Marne, the right pro- 
longed the line to the eastern barrier 
fortresses. 

Couldn't Begin Stege. 

For the Germans, then, there remained 
several possibilities. To besiege Paris 
was impossible, because this would take 
time; moreover, the allied armies were 
still unbroken, the Russians were com.- 
ing up in the Bast and carrying a)!

They 
grasp eagerly report that seems 
half way encouraging. 

That anxiety is felt in higher cir- 
cles, however, is manifested by the 
long audiences the Ministers of the 
dual monarchy are holding constantly 
at Schoenbrunn with Emperor Fran- 
Joseph. Saturday the Emepror 
received Count von Berchtold, thea 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, both in 
the morning and afternoon; there 
have been also a number of confer- 
ences since last Friday with the Min- 
ister of War and the Austrian and 
Hungarian Premiers. 

The newspapers of Vienna maintain 
sn extraordinary reserve concerning the 
progress of the campaigns in Galicia 
and on the Servian frontier. Papers of 
Sunday, Sept. 13, tarely mentioned the 
battle that is reported to have been 
raging around Lemberg for the last six 
days. The only journal offering any 
comment on the Uemberg situation was 
the Neue Friere Presse, which said: 

‘We can say nothing muwre than tha: 
the high moral quality of the Austrian 
and Hungarian troops must eventually 
prove victorious.”’ 

A telegra:n received in Vienna from 
Budapest quotes the Hungarian Minis- 
ter of National Defense as saying:

PARIS, Sept. 15, 2:55 p. m.—The western and central armies 
of the German forces continued their resistance today north of 
the River Aisne and north of Rheims and Chalons, while the east- 
ern army is retreating.

The French center was 
not to be broken. Pushed back beyond 
Sezanne and Camp-de-Mailly, it steed 
inexpungable; as for the right, it was 
equally adamant. Not enly had the 
attack failed, but the rapid retreat of 
Von Kiuck opened the rear of the Ger- 
man oenter. Accerdingly, it must get 
up and go back, and after it the left, 
fighting east of Vitry-le-Francois. 

By Sept. 18 the whole German 
army was going north. But it was 
the retreat of Ven EKluck that re- 
mained the critical phase of the 
withdrawal. On his flank lay the 
garrison of Paris, toward his right 
rear French cavalry struck, toward 
hig left were British cavalry, directed 
by Field Marshal French, perhaps the 
greatest living cavalry leader. After 
it followed the British and the French, 
who for weeks had _ retreated, and 
who now, at last, knew the joy of 
pursuit and pleasure of revenge. 

That retreat continues. For Von 
Kluck, the problem is precisely that 
of Lee after he left Richmond. Ex- 
actly as Lee struck for Lynchburg 
and a new base of supplies, Von 
Kluck is heading for the _ north, 
toward the railways leading back 
through Belgium to Germany. To get 
his exhausted army ahead of his pur- 
suers and obtain food and ammuni- 
tion is the whole purpose that directs 
his movements. 

2,500,000 in Battle. 

Such, briefly, was the battle of the 

Marne. We are told that not less than 


-132,600,000 fought in it, and that in the 


final phase 1,600,000 allies 
900,000 Germans. 

So far as one can new judge, it rep- 
resents the deliberate and magnificent 
planning of Gen. Joffre, who calmly 
permitted the Germans to inundate prov- 
inces and ravage cities, until by the 
very greatness of their labors, the pri- 
vations and the losses in the series of 
battles they fought, they game upon 
the final battlefield weary and spent, 
their feod supply reduced, their ammu- 
nition trains outdistanced. 

In this situation, after a month of 
retreat, Gen. Joffre suddenly struck back 
with the full force of superior num- 
bers, in far better physical condition, 
fighting near their bases of supplies, 
still unbroken in spirit, and burning 
to avenge not merely old wrongs, but 
the immediate injuries of recent defeats. 

French Strategy Prevatiled. 

The German strategy Was 
hended in the single determination na 
strike one terrific, crippling, crushing 
blow without delay. The French, to de- 
lay that blow until its firet force should 
be lost, its weight weakened by depie- 
tions necessitated by Russian advance, 
the human element in the magnificent 
machine exhausted. It was the French 
strategy which prevailed; it prevailed 
because the French, with their 
comrades, were able to retreat for 
Weeks and strike in the fourth.

BELGIANS BRING 
MORE CHARGES OF 
GERMAN GRUELTY 


Commission Asserts Women and 
Children Have Been 
Bayoneted. 


LONDON, Sept. 15.—The Official Press 
Bureau, acting for the Belgian legation 
in London, has made public the sec- 
ond report of the Belgian commission 
appointed to inquire into alleged Ger- 
man atrocities at Leuvain and around 
Malines. 

This repert reviews incidents hereto- 
fore generally reperted, but it adds the 
documents and evidence on which its 
conclusions rest. It will be published 
later. 

The commission finds that on enter- 
ing Louvain the Germans requisitioned 
food and lodging. German treops took 
possession of the cash in all Leuvain 
banks, burst open houses, pillaged and 
committed other excesses. The report 
then relate with considerable detail twe 
alleged instances in which women were 
attacked by German soldiers and as- 
serts that there have been instances 
where women and children have been 
stabbed with bayonets and their legs 
cut off. One case is cited where a 
werkman, cevered with kerosene, was 
threwn into a burning house. — 

Of the burning ef Louvain, the repert 
says: 

“Everything tends te prove that Ger- 
man regiments, through mistake, fired 
at ene another. At once the Germans 
began bombarding the town, pretending 
that civillans had fired on their troops, 
& suggestion deniei by all witnesses.’’ 

To spread the fire in Louvain, the re- 
port charges, Germans entered houses 
and threw hand grenades. The com- 
mission contends that from several 
places in Belgium the male population 
has been sent to Germany and forced 
to work at harvesting.

When the hospital attendants 
rushed on the field they found him 
dead.

The crowning tragedy of the two days’ 
engagement took place at the moment 
of formal. surrender.

AT DISCIPLINE 


MARVELS 


Describes War Duties of Noted 
Musicians, and Enthusiasm 
Throughout Germany. 


Albert Stoessel, 2 years old, who has 
‘been in Germany during the iast year 
as a student of music, has sent to his 
father, Al J. Stoessel of 8130 North 
Newstead avenue, leader of a theater 
orchestra, a letter containing interest- 
ing infermation about wartime condi- 
tions in Berlin, and about musicians 


well known in this country. Among 
them he mentions ‘‘Kreisler,”’ who, he 
says, is guarding. bridges in Vienna. 
This is supposed te mean Frits Kreis- 
ler, the noted violinist.. 

He writes that he was in Schwanden, 
Switzerland, when the war began, hav- 
ing left Berlin just before the crisis 
arose. He determined te return to Ber- 
lin, and although he was told it would 
take him 10 days, he got 6 in 60 
hours, sie has since sent to Switzer- 
land for his grandmother, believing she 
will be safer in Berlin during the war. 
His sister, Miss Edna Stoessel, is also 
with him. 7 

Soon after his arrival in Berlip, young 
Stoessel writes, he went to see some 
Russian young men, friends and fel- 
low studenta. 


Rules for Students. 


“They are considered prisoners of 
war,” he says, “but are allowed a cer- 
tain amount of freedom. They are coim- 
pelled to register at police headquar- 
ters every three days, and cannot leave 
town. They are totally cut off from 
home, have no Consel or Ambassador 
here, and have to lay pretty low if they 
want to keep out ef treuble. 

“The War may last two months, and 
it may last longer. I don’t know wheth- 
er there’) be any eencerts. The operas 
(Charlottenburg and Royal) will run 
all winter and the Hechschule also will 
open on Oct. 1 : 

“There is abselutely no cause for 
worry. Germany is winning one victory 
after another, and is going to win this 
War. 

“I have telegraphed grandma to come 
on te Berlin with her companions, as 
the olf Hauptstadt is the best place to 
be in in unsettled times. The fast 
trains are again running. 

Quartet Broken Up. 

“Beyer’s arrive here tomorrow. Mar- 
tean’s place in’ the Hochschule is free, 
as he is held a prisoner of war in 
Hitchtertberg, Bavaria. The Klingiler 
Quartet is entirely broken up. The 
second violin, Rywkind, ts in Russia and 
can’t escape, and Williams, the English 
cellist, is arrested in Bavaria. 
“Kreisler is guarding bridges in 
Vienna. Cjodawski is in the navy, and 
really some funny situations come to 
light. Nickisch came from Ostend in a 
cattle car. Baldner, our cellist} is tlo- 
ing police duty, and Hess says that 
before long he'll be lighting the lamp 
posts. Fiedler is ging to get a job on 
@ sprinkling wagon. 

“These last two are exaggerations, but 
I myself expect 
to be called any moment to the Am- 
bassador of the United States, as I have 
volunteered my services. Met an awful 
iot of American friends. Everybody 
wants to go home. I help whenever I 
can, see the American trains off, etc.

Note When the Transac- 
tions Were Begun. 


Another remarkable story of high 
finance in connection with the Bank- 
ers Trust Co, and John B. Franklin, 
its president, is disclosed by the audit 


of Westermann, Trader & Co., and the. 


appraisal of assets by the committee 
of bankers, showing how Franklin un- 
loaded a Texas’ ranch on the trust 
company, which loaned $190,561.27 on the 
property and wound up with security 
which the appraisers hold to be valu- 
less. 
In a sertes of articles the Post-Dis. 
patch has shown from the audit and 
appraisal the details of the management 
of the company which led up to its 
collapse last May, resulting in losses 
- to stockholders of $4,250,000 in the mar- 
ket value of«their stock, 

The story of the ranch, otherwise 
the Cross S Farming Co., is one of in- 
volved transfers and deals between 
Franklin’ and the trust company. The 
records are not fully complete on all 
the transactions, but enough is disclosed 
in the audit and appraisal to show 
many of the details. 

Franklin Aided Company. 

Sometime prior to Nov. 17, 1911, 
Franklin, on his personal account, had 
furnished financial aid to the Cross § 
Co., which, according to the app 1, 
owns 40,000 acres of land in T 
Franklin had indorsed the company’s 
note for $50,000 with the National Re- 
serve Bank in Kansas City. In con- 
sideration of the financial assistance, he 
received $250,000 par value of the com- 
pany’s stock and some lots in Crystal 
City, Tex. 

Early in November the farming com- 
pany needed more funds and the high 
finance began. The company, in which 
Franklin held $250,000 of the stock, ap- 
plied to the Bankers Trust Co., of 
which Franklin was president, for a 
loan, the exact amount of which is not 


- @isclosed by the audit. The matter was 


considered at a directors’ meeting at- 
tended by Franklin, Charles 8S. Marsh, 
vice-president of the compahy, Lester S 
Parker and J. P. Graham. 

Franklin proposed that if the trust 
company would take up the notes of 
the Cross S company which had been en- 
dorsed, and loan the additional amount 
the company desired, he would turn over 
to the trust company the $250,000 of stock 
and the Crystal City lots. 

This proposition was agreeable to the 
directors, one of whom was Franklia, 
and the loan was made, This left the 
trust company with a loan to the Cross

That is, it is ros 
ried on the books in the shape of sal 
equity, there being a prior mortgage on 
the property of $10 per acre. How this 
$10 per acre was arrived at we do not 
know, our information. being that the 
land cost originally $6.50. There were 
afterward some charges against ‘it, 
which made it about $8.00. a 

“There are people who would not pay 
$10 per acre for this land, but we have 


"no doubt it is worth thaé and if colo- 


nization was made, it would be worth 
more. Mr. Hilliard (the president of 
Central National Bank) saw one farm 
of 80 acres which was highly improve‘ 
with an artesian well. The land was 
sold at $50 per acre, but the well cost 
$3600 which waters this 80 acres and 
about 25 acres more for a neighbor. We 

are giving this with the idea of showing 
the cost of getting started on property 
im that section. 

“If the company could finance the 
$400,000 of notes, most of, which are in 
the hands of people other than the 
Bankers Trust Co.; and in that way 
protect their equity, they would get 
their money out of it and perhaps in- 
terest. Unless they can protect this 
equity, it is worthless because it ap- 
pears to us but a question of a short 
time when these first lien notes will 
mature and the property will be fore- 
closed on. 

“We believe the property is worth 
$15 per acre, but ft cannot be sold, 
in our judgment, for more than $10 
er $12. The value, therefore, of the Cross 
S property, is wholly dependent on the 
ability of the trust company to protect 
their equity. If they can do that, the 
equity is worth what it is being carried 
at, but we don’t believe that it would be 
available for four or five years, and it 
would then require a good deal of 
money. We are therefore eliminating 
from the assets the entire amount of 
the Cross S property.”’ 

The ability of the trust company to 
protect its equity and the value of 
Franklin’s indorsement of the Cross § 
paper held by the trust company are 
greatly discounted by the fact\ that the 
trust company is in the hands of the 
State Bank Commissioner, and Franklin 
has turned over all of his assets to a 
committee of creditors to satisfy claims 
against him.

Translation of Sumerian Tablet 
Says So and Makes Noah 
Eat of Tree of Life. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Museum has 
just received the literal translation of 
the newly discovered tablet containing 
the Sumerian account of Paradise, the 
flood and the fall of man. Dr.” Landon 


of Jesus College, Oxford, made the 
translation. 

“The tablet,”” says Prof. Langdon, 
“begins by describing the land of pri- 
meval bliss, which it locates at Dilmun, 
an island in the Persian Gulf, and prob- 
ably connected with the mainiand ‘n 
prehistoric times. In this paradise dwelt 
mankind whom Nintud, the creatress, 
with the help of Enlil; had created, in 
what way.isa not said, but the verb em- 
ployed in one passage suggests a fash- 
ioning with the hands of some sort. 
From other passages we might infer 
that men were born as the natural off- 
spring of Nintud and the earth-god, 
Eniil. 

‘In paradise Enki, the water god ani 
lord of al¥ wisdom, rules over all man- 
kind with his consort, Bamkina or a 
Ninila. After a long period Enki be- 
came dissatisfied with man because ‘He 
did not come uhtil him,’ which I take 
to mean that man did not render unto 
the gods the homage due them. 

“after the deluge this King, called 
Tagtug the Dine—a name which is al- 
most probably rendered into Semitic by 
Muhu (god’s wrath) appeared, and so 
Tagtug as in the Hebrew story of Noah, 
plants a garden, names the trees and 
plants and is permitted to eat of all 
but the Cassia tree. 

“The Cassia in Sumerian documents is 
the herb of healing par excellence, as 
well as in Semitic and Greek medi- 
cine. The legends in regard to it prob- 
ably told of its being the plant which 
bestowed absolute immortality. Of this 
plant Tagtug was not to eat, for there- 
by he would attain eternal life. Man- 
kind until this time possessed extreme 
longevity, but not immortality. 

“Tagtug, however, on his own initia- 
tive takes and eats. He is cursed by 
Nintud and becomes a prey to disease 
and ordinary mortality. Thus in the 
original Sumerian story Noah, the sur- 
vivor of the flood is the one who eats 
from the tree of life. No women is con- 
cerned in this disobedience, which re- 
sulted in our loss of perfect health, 
peace and countless years.”

Some urged that the 
crop should be curtailed one-half and 
others one-third. 

General discussion of the possibility of 
further Federal legislative action in the 
emergency developed a strong sentiment 
that Congress had done all it could do 
in providing an emergency currency end 
means for the cotton growers to take 
edvantage of it. 

It was said after the conference that 
the Southern Governors probably would 
be invited to gather in Washington 
soon to discuss the situation with the 
members of Congress.

Parisians Are Straining Clouds for Zeppe- 
lins—Tells of His “Rat Farm.” 


LFRED FRUEH, cartoonist and for- 
A mer member of the Post-Dispatch 


art staff, who is now in Paris, has | 


written a letter to St. Louis relatives, 
describing war-time conditions in that 
city. The letter was written Aug. 21, 
when a siege of Paris appeared to be im- 
minent, and this accounts for Frueh’s 
facetious announcement that he is rais- 
ing rats for possible use as food. The 
letter, except for a few personal para- 
graphs, is as follows: 

“Nix. We ain't dead, we ain't even 
shot in the toe, and we ain’t suffering 
from smallpox or. any of all those other 
things people can imagine. But Paris 
is dead. More than three-fourths of the 
ghops and stores are closed altugether. 
All men between 18 and 45 years are 
gone; so are all the horses except those 
that look like kins-horses to the one that 
stood over the door of Dr. Blattenberg’s 
horse surgical parlors way back in Lima, 
O. Most of the autos, too, have been 
taken over by the Government; but a few 
taxis are still around without the big 
sign, ‘Service Militaire.’ 

“Most of the tramways and all of the 
autobusses have quit. The subway runs 
now and then, mostly then. Women 
are doing the conducting. No theaters 
or movies—all the cafes are closed at 
8 every night. No more “Gay Paree.”’ 
If the Germans ever get this far they 
won't recognize the place. They'll pass 
right on and get lost or shot down in 
the south of France. I’ve got it. Paris 
is ‘playing ’possum.’ 

“The only thing to do here is to sit 
around home and grow old, play soli- 
taire and wish that maybe some night 
a fleet of Zeppelins would sail in and 
gives a ‘Pain’s fireworks’ exhibition. 
We are sitting up nights waiting for 
them, just like we used to when a cir- 
cus came to Lima.

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A LAW WITH TEETH IN IT. | 

If President Wilson signs the Federal Trade 
Commission bill, now before him for approval, 
the interstate and international commerce of the 
United States will be subject to regulation under 
a law amply supplied with teeth. 
It affords business men every reasonable safe- 
guard against injustice, by granting them the 
right of appeal from the commiasion’s orders to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals and thence, if need 
be, to the United States Supreme Court. It espe- 
elally protects them from injury by the revela- 
tion of their trade secrets to their competitors. 

On the other hand, it makes the findings of 
the commission, as to facts supported by test!- 
mony, conclusive. Appeals from the commission 
to the courts can be made only on differences of 
opinion as to the law. And it subjects all such 
business to absolute Governmental control, under 
penalties sufficiently severe to limit temptation 
to law-breaking for profit. 

Herewith is a digest of the provisions of the 


bill: 

Sec. 1, 2, 3, and 4. Organization of Commission, 
Definition of Terms, Ete. The commigsion is t° 
be of five members, appointed by the President, 
each to draw $10,000 a year salary, and a secre- 
tary at $5000. Terms of office of the first five 
commissioners will be 8, 4, 6, 6 and 7 years. One 
man will retire or be reappointed each year 
after the third year, and thereafter all ap- 
pointmerts will be for seven-year terms. Com- 
missioners must give their whole time to the 
work and any member will be subject to re- 
moval by the President for neglect, inefficiency 
or malfeasance. The commission will absorb 
the duties and working staff of the Bureau of 
Corporations 

Sec. 6. Method of Restraining Untatr’ Com peti- 
tion. “That unfair methods of competition in 
business are hereby declared unlawful. The 
commission is hereby empowered and directed 
to prevent persons, partnerships or corpora- 
tions, except banks, and (except) common car- 
riers subject to the acts to regulate commerce, 
from using unfair methods of competition in 
business.” When the commission believes un- 
fair competition is being practiced hurtful to 
the public interest, it “shall issue” to the of- 
fender a notice to attend a hearing on the sub- 
ject 30 days later. Finding the offender guilty, 
the commission will order him to quit the un- 
fair practice. Should he fail to obey, the com- 
mission may “apply to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals of the United States, within any cir- 
cuit where the method of competition in ques- 
tion was used, or where such person, partner- 
ship or corporation resides or carries on busi- 
ness, for the enforcement of its order, and 
shall certify and file with its application a 
transcript of the entire record in the proceed- 
ing, including all the testimony taken and the 
report and order of the commission.” 


Vhe offender can appes) from the commis- 
sion’s order to the same court, and thence to 
the United States Supreme Court, but only on 
issues of law. The act expressly provides that 
the findings of the commission as to facts, if 
supported by testimony, shall be conclusive.” 

‘The Court of Appeals can “affirm, set aside or 

medify the erder of the commission.” This 

power to enforce, set aside or modify orders of 
the commission is vested exclusively in the 

Ceurt of Appeals, - . 

The Court is required by the act to give such 

proceedings “precedence over other cases pend- 

ing” and in every way to expedite them. “No 
order of the commission or the judgment of the 

Court to enforce same ghall absolve any per- 

son, partnership or corporation from any lia- 

bility under the anti-trust acts.” 


Sec. 6. Other Duties of the Commission. Author- 
izing the commission to “gather and compile 
information concerning, and to investigate from 
time to time the organzation, business, con- 
duct, practices and management of any corpo- 
ration engaged in commerce, excepting banks 
and common oarriers, and its relation to other 
corporations and to individuals, associations 
and partnerships;” 

To require corporations to filb with the commis- 
sion their regular and any desired special re- 
ports, “under oath or otherwise, as the com- 
mission shall prescribe;” 

To “prevent and restrain any yiolation of the 
anti-trust acts”’—where a final decree has been 
entered against a corporation in a suit under 
those acts, and to investigate the manner in 
which such decrees are being carried out, either 
on its own initiative or the request of the At- 
torney-General; 

To report such investigations to the President or 
either house of Congress, on request; 

To help the Attorney-General with recommenda- 
tions for the readjustment of convicted cor- 
porations, so that they may act in accordance 
with the anti-trust acts; 

To “make public from time to time such por- 
tions of the information obtained by it, ex- 
cept trade secrets and names of customers, as 
it shall deem expedient in the public interest,” 
te make annual and special reports to Con- 
gress and to provide for publication of its re- 
ports and decisions for public use and infor- 
mation; 

To “classify corporations and make rules and 
regulations for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this act;”

Giving the com- 
mission access to decymentary evidence of 
any corporation being Investigated or proceed- 
ed against; giving power to summon witnesses, 
etc. “No person,” it provides, “shall be excused 
from testifying or from producing documentary 
evidence before the commission on the ground 
that the testimony or evidence required of 
him may tend to criminate him or subject him 
to a penalty or forfeiture. But no natural per- 
son shall be prosecuted or subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction, matter or thing concerning which 
he may testify before the commission.” 
Sec. 10. Penalties Provided. Fixing a fine of 
less than $1000, nor mere than $5000, or im- 
_prisonment tor not more than one year, or both, 
as the penalty for refusing to testify before 
the commission or to furnish it with answers 
to any lawful inquiry it may propound, “upon 
conviction thereof by a court of competent ju- 
risdiction.”

THE MAINE ELECTION. 

The most interesting and significant feature 
of the Maine election is the decrease of the Pro- 
gressive vote, with the division of the loss be 
tween the Republican and Democratic parties. 
The Progressive vote fell from 45,000 for 
Roosevelt two years ago to 18,000 for Gardiner, 
candidate for Governor. Curtis, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, received 10,000 more 
votes than Wilson for President and was elected. 
The Republican gubernatorial candidate gained 
32,000 over the Taft vote. 

All of the Congressmen—three Republicans and 
one Democrat—were re-elected. No figures on 
their votes are available at this writing. But 
the success of the Democratic Congressman with 
the increased Democratic vote is an indication 
that the country will stand by the administra- 
tion. 

The Progressive vote has ceased to be a menace 
and has become merely an aid to the Democrats. 


FARMERS ON THE WARPATH. 

The National Farmers’ Union sent 2000 dele- 
gates from all the states to the union’s national 
convention in Fort Worth, Tex., early in Sep- 
tember. 

Northern grain farmers, $400,000,000 better off 
by reason of war prices, heartily indorsed the 
union’s demand made in behalf of the Southern 
cotton farmers, who stand to lose $400,000,000 
or more because war has cut off markets for a 
large part of their crop. 

President Barrett of Georgia, under orders from 
the union, has gone to Washington to press the 
union’s demand that the Government either buy 
or loan on the 5,000,000-bale surplus, at 10 cents 
a pound, so as to prevent that surplus from fix- 
ing the price for the whole crop at the ruinous 
price of 5 or 6 cents. 

Several Congressmen have indorsed the union's

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poms. President Wilson has promised to give 


i+ careful consideration at once. Chairman Glaas 
of the House Banking and Currency Committee 


has called a meeting for Sept. 21 to hear the 


farmers’ arguments for direct governmental aid. 

Meantime, several Southern Senators are urg- 
ing that the Southern states shall buy up the 
surplus crop—which most of those states, if not 
all, are constitutionally forbidden to do; the Texas 
Legislature, in special session, has passed emer- 
gency warehouse legisiation and is now consid- 
ering Gov. Colquitt’s plan to create a great cen- 
tral State bank, with $50,000,000 to $70,000,000 
eapital, to take over the $77,000,000 of United 
States emergency currency which is Texas’ share, 
and use it dealing directly with the farmers to 
save their prospective 4,500,000-bale crop from be- 
ing sacrificed at less than production cost. 

The cotton crisis will not be\disposed of by 
merely counseling the farmers to swallow their 
losses and look pleasant. They are on the war- 
path.

BELGIUM AND ‘‘MILITARY NECESSITY.’’ 
It was the army that invaded France via Bel- 

gium that encountered the first serious reverse 
to the Germans. The present problem of the in- 
vaders would be far less complicated if Belgium 
had been left undisturbed. The world will see 
a measure of poetic justice in the fact that dis- 
asters began with this movement. The train of 
misfortunes that followed it is already a heavy 
one, and includes British participation in the 
war. In speculating on “what might have been,” 
Berlin can inventory many advantages which it 
would now enjoy if Belgian neutrality had been 
left inviolate. 

The invasion of the small but intrepid country 


was defended as justified by military necessity, | 


but the precise purpose of the treaty was to safe- 
guard it from military necessity. The treaty was 
of no value in time of peace.. The event shows 
that fts violation was so far from being 4 mili- 
tary necessity in this war as to be a cologsal 
military blunder.

THE READERY WAR GUIDE. 


It is necessary for the reader to ret.l- 
ize that no such war as this was ever 
fought before, and that it is therefore 
much more @ifficult to follow the action 
than it usually is. However, we have 
simplified the matter until it is possible 
for anyone to follow the war with a 
very fair knowledge of what is going on. 
We first threw the geography away and 


cast the war maps through the window. 
Then we had the different armies con- 
test for those parts and pages of the pa- | 
per in which they usually fight. Thus, ' 
the armies in France fought on the front 
page every day; so instead of having 
them contest for places of vantage that 
none of us ever heard of, we let them 
fight for the front page. In the same | 
way the Russians and Austrians, who 
continually fight on the second page, 
are made to contend for that part of the 
paper, and so on back to those lesser and 
little. thought of incidents of the war 
which lodge wHere they will. 

While this knocked the map business 
higher than a kite, it was a plain duty 
we owed to our readers, and we have 
thus far performed it. That we have 
their gratitude we make no doubt. The 
geography of the war has been a sad 
mess from the beginning. Probably no- 
body has as yet correctly pronounced 
Vosges. Liege, though taken long ago 
by the Germans, ‘as not yet fallen cap- 
tive to Americans who are not quite sure 
how to pronounce it. We have observed 
that even people who have been in Liege 
do not know how to pronounce it, if one 
is to judge by the dictionary. True, the 
dictionary has never been in Liege, but 
it has heard of it, which ts more than 
some of us can say. 

However. The Weather Bird is back 
from another tour of the inside of 
the paper. He says the Germans, who 
have been chased off the front page, 
are entrenching on the second page, 
and that they will make their stand 
there, He thinks they will perish be- 
fore they will let the allles (drive 
them imte all parts of the paper, as 
the Austrians have been driven.

Wilson returned to the’ capital this 
morning at 11 o’clock and drove imme- 
diately to the White House. where he 
had a conference with leaders itn Con- 
gress over the war revenue bill.
